ON THE TRatn, April 14.—'The farmers of Geor- 
gia,’’ said a gentleman to me this morning, ‘will 
euterthe month of May with $10,000,000 saved, as 
compared with last year.”’ 

That sounds big, and yet I should not be surprised 
if 11 was measurably true. In the purchase of fer- 
tilizers alone there will be a saving of nearly $2,000,. 
000—there being a decrease of 30 percent in bulk 
and 20 per cent in price from last year’s figures. In 
tne purchase of provisions there will be even a 
larger saving. Goyernor Brown tells me that the 
shipmentsof grain, hay and meatover the Western 
and Atlantic road is hardly two-thirds this year of 
what itwaslast. As this road is our sole source of 
westerh supply, Governor Brown's statement shows 
a saving.of 83! per centin the enormous amount 
paid oug for, western provision stuffs. In the 
inatter of Intémest there will be an. immense saving 
Commissioner Henderson officially stated last yea: 
that the farmers paid an average of 54 per cent, ad- 
vance on credit prices over cash prices for supplies 
This year the maost of this usury is saved to the 
farmers, as they are buyingalmosientirely for cash, 

‘he president of a bankin a south Georgia tow 
told me that he b&s only loaned $23,000 this vear to 
merchants who were carrying farmers, while last 
year be loaned over $200,000, I have already quot- 
ed Mr Whiteker, of- Hogansville, whose credit sales 
reach less than $8,000 this year against $75,000 in 
1e8l. Such testimony as this is general. The farm- 
ersare buying for cash asa rule, and are thus sav- 
ing the M per cent usury. 

If we add to these three enormous 
items of saving the general economy induced 
by the stringency of the times, itis easy to see that 
Georgia will have hercrops pitched for 1882 at -$10,- 
000,000 less cust than in 1551. When we consider 
that these crops are diversifled—that there is 30 per 
cent more in grain than last year—that the prospect 
for an abundant harvest is better that ever before— 


the fall of the present year will bring unprece- 


dented prosperitr. 
— 

It may be asked if the 
the cotton crop for 1882, will not wipe out the 
saving made in preperingit. Not atall. If in ac- 
cordance with all the presentsigns the crop is short 
in Georgia and the adjoining states is short, the 
price will be higher, for the crops’ will certainly be 
short in the Mississippi. states. A cotton crop 
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asafullecrop. If there should be a full crop this 
year it will make upin bulk what it losesin price. 
So thatin any event the gain madein pitching our 
crops, and the gain to come from having made our 
corn, meatand bread, will be maintained. What 
we want now is thirty days of good wheat weather— 
getting this there is little else we should ask. 


Riding through middle Georgia and noting the 
thriving townsand farmson either side the road 
suggests the thought that perhaps we do not need 
immigration much fastér than we are getting it. 
Abundant domain is a good thing, if it is not 
too abundant. Georgia had in iss), 
1,548,000 people settied on her 58,000 
su #rabont 21 acres for cach inhabitant. 
a tal than enough. But the same 
rate of intrease that we had for the past decade, 
that resulted from the natural growth of her own 
people, will reduce this holding by 1890 to about 16 
acres for each person. Ii we were to increase in 
this decade as rapidly as Texas did in the last, by 
1390, there would be oniy 8 acres for each Georgian. 
England has just ]*y acres to each inhabitant, and 
freland about 3acres. In both of these countries 
there isa land famine and a peusantry and heavy 
food imports. France has 4 acres to each inhabitant, 
and a inodel peasantry. Herenormous cities, how- 
ever, raise tee ratio of acres to farmers. 

;eorgia increased in the past decade by heavier 
percentage than Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, Penn- 
sylvania, Wisconsin, or Obio. Of course we want 
immigration, but we want good immigrants. What 
we want is nota horde of thousands that tumble in 
pell mell, but meu of intelligence who come 
for reason. ‘he model immigrant fof Georgiadis 
the man who comes with his family, buys haifof a 
farm and raises more on the half than has been 
raised on the whole. The model colony for us is 
that of a half dozen families that buys a plantation 
and makes six farms of it. Wecan never have too 
many of this sort, certainly not in this century. 
But we can easily have too much of the vast vol- 
ume that 1s pouring in through New York harbor. 
We can more easily have too much of the selling of 
millions of acresin builkats to20 cents peracre to 
foreign corporations, as other southern states have 
done. Georgia domain should be held for Georgians 
or the children of Georgians, or those who become 
Georgians by adoption. In other words, we need set- 
tlers and not Jand sharks 


The vision unfol@ed to us by the gying train is 
entrancing. The whole earth isclothed with emer- 
ald, and the forests are full of deep shades and 
odorous with the breath of spring. I have never 
seen the crops so promising. Governor Brown says 
that he has not seen since the war so much grain 
plunted and so little cotton as is shown on this trip 
and he has traveled over Georgia constantly.

‘When I went home ! found the little marsh-head

ringing through my head, however—‘Atlanta will 
be the great inlund city of the south'—and I sup 
pose I determined even before I knew it to meke it 
my home. I never bought there, however, till the 
20th of December, 1865, when I gave Mr. Sidney 
Root $14,000 for the house I now Jive in and the 
syuareitison. Since that time I have always put 
what surplus I had from other matters into Atlanta 
real estate. And have thought how true was the 
prophesy of Mr. Calhoun from whose lips I first 
heard the word ‘Atlanta.’ ’’ 

The announcement in to-day’s papers that Sena- 
tor Hill is assured a permanent cure suggests the 
suffering he has undergone. The extent of the cut 
ting to which he has been sul jected is not realized 
by the public. Four times has he been under the 
knife. One-third of hjs tongue has been taken out 
—the entire leit floor of hismouth-the glands in 
the left side of his neck. Heesaid thatif he had to 
choose between death or the sulle ing he had en 
dured from the cutting, he would unhesitatingly 
take death—were it not his duty to liveand endure 
The last operation was the most severe, and proba- 
bly successful. When he was put underether for 
it, it was infended to only take out a small Inmp 
that had hardened on the gland in his neck. After 
he was insensible it was determined to adupt the 
heroic treatment and take out tne entire cland. He 
was kept under the knife two hours, the gland cut 
out, and the knife sent in clear to the new {flesh 
that had filled the place of the first operation. When 
Mr. Hill awoke he was terribly exhausted, and 
shocked at the hole cutin his neck. The gashes 
had been neatly sewed up. Forseven days he 
could hot move his lips, and lived 
on liquid food, Aiter this, he 
improved until infammation developed along the 
wound. Then come the most critical period of hi 
sickuess. The entire opening of the wound being 
closed the pus accumulated and pressed against 
his throat. He was se zed with fever and could 
hardly speak. At last the tension became so great 
that the wound burstinside his mouth. This gave 
him relief, and he went to Philadelphia. He was 
put under the knife agaimand the outer edge of the 
wound slit open so thatit might heal from the bot- 
tom. Thisitisdoing finely, and without inflam- 
maiion. No trace of the disease can be found, and 
the hopes of his permanent cure were never so 
strong. Hesays he will not submit to the kuif 
aguin, and his su inl 
need. 

An afvetiona'e irfenidship hes been developed 
between Mr. Hill and Senator br who, to use 
use his own words,‘ has been to him in his affie- 
tion all that a brother could be.’’ Governor Brown 
said to me: 

‘“fhave never seein roy life such courage and he 
roism and Christian fortitude as Mr. Hill has 
shown in the past few mouths, J have 
been with him daily, and every dav has been a 
revelation tome. Never have Lheard him murmus 
orcomplain; never have Iseen him shriovk from 
the presentor the future It has been 
dignity, heroism from firs lust, His 
cern has been for those about him, and his own 
suffering has been lostin a use of sympathy for 
his loved ences. Itell you no mere human forti- 
tude could give such ssrength as Mr. Hill has 
shown. Heis sustained by «higher power and 
higher assurance than this earth can give.”’ 

I have written a great many things about Mr. 
Hill, but Ihave never written anything so to his 
honor as this. He has won a vietory and achieved 
a triumph underthis kcen and relentless agony, 
nore precious and glorious than any that ever 
come to him on the hustings or in the forum. God 
grant that he may Jive many years to enjoy it—to 
give his peopte a broader.wnd better service even 
than that he has rendered, and receive from them 
the continued aszsnrance of their. love and confi- 
dence.

From an Occasional Correspondent. 


Rae SPRING, Ew: 14.—While reading 
thé article in Tae Constrrution of last 
Wednesday, givinga succinct history of the 
Indian Spring and its discovery, I was re- 
minded of a pleasant reminiscence of more 
than thirty years ago. I was atthe time on 
a visit at the old homestead of Mr. Douglas 
Watson, who was one of the most remarkable 
men who ever lived in Monroe county, and 
was among the first pioneers of the white 
men who trod the virgin soil of the territory 
west of the Ocmulgee river, which was then 
owned and occupied by the Creek Indians, 
he being a scout among them, and was, as he 
told the writer, the first white man who saw 
the Indian spring, which wasat the time 
completely enveloyed in a canebrake, and 
the sulphur escaping from the mineral water 
was depositedon the grass for several bundred 
yards distant. Mr. Watson died a few years 
ago at the advanced age of one hundred 

ears, and a neat marble monument erected 
to his memory in the family burying ground 
is but a few hundred yards trom where 
the Macon and Brunswick extension crosses 
Big Sandy creek, which is the dividing line 
between the counties of Monroe and Butts, 
and seven miles distant irom the spring. 

A short distance beyond this creek is the 
residence of Colonel Benj. F. Ward, who was 
one of the first settlers of Butts county, and 
who is now over eighty years old. His plan- 
tation is known as the McIntosh reserve, and 
was at one time the residence of General Mc- 
Intosh, the chief of the Creek Indians. Col- 
onel Ward is one of those old time cultivated 
country gentlemen, whose true hospitality 
makes every one who visits him feel at home. 
He was a gallant officer in the ¢ ‘reck war, and 
has represented his county in both branches 
of the legislature.

THE EASTER COLD WAVE. 

The cold wave that culminated in snow and 
ice and frost on Monday and Tuesday of last 
week was only destructive on a line extend- 
ng {rom Delaware across Virginia, southern 
Ohio, Kentucky, southern Indiana and the 
ower half of Illinois.. It did not cross the 
Mississippi river; it was not intense enough 
south of Kentucky and Virginia to do any 
considerable damage, and in the extreme 
northeastern states fruit and field crops were 
not far enough advanced to be injured by cold 
weather. 

In the middle peach belt the unseasonable 

weather did destroy all early vegetables, and 
injure some of the peach buds. The reports 
from Delaware and Maryland are conflicting, 
and so indeed they are all along the peach 
belt to the Mississippi river. Growers are said 
to be uneasy, but the probability is they are 
much more uneasy over the prospective price 
of their peaches than over the quantity they 
will have to seil. Some damage was doubt- 
ess done by the hard freeze of Easter Mon- 
day, but a careful reading of the numerous 
reports gives promise of a fair peach crop. 
The apple orchards were not affected. 

In Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana and Illinois 
fears had been expressed that all wheat which 
was jointed would be seriously injured, but 
the latest reports do not sustain any such ap- 
prehensions. And even if they had, the 
ground could be plowed up and put in corn. 
The executive committee of the Indiana state 
voard of agricultare-met at Indianapolis after 
the blizzard had passed away, and the mem- 
bers generally thought the wheat crop had not 
been seriously hurt, nor did they believe that 
because some wheat had jointed it was neces-

BISHOP PAYNE'S CASE. 

A recent dispatch states that.a delegation 
of ministers of the African Methodist Episco- 
pal church, headed by Bishop Brown, and 
accompanied by Frederick Douglass, waited 
on Attorney-General Brewster, and made‘com- 
plaint against the United States district at- 
tourney for the northern district of Florida for 
failure to enforce the provisions of the civil 
rights bill. Tle case referred to was that of 
Bishop Payne, a colored man, and a man who 
is highly regarded in his church, and who has 
been of great usefulness to his people. He 
was put off a train at a station near 
Jacksonville, from which city he 
started and to which he returned 
a-foot. Attorney-General Brewster prom- 
ised the delegation to have the matter investi- 
gated; and when he does this he will find that 
the delegation did not state all the facts, The 
statements published in the Jacksonville pa- 
pers show that on the day in question there 
was a large party of colored men going from 
Jacksonville to Fernandina (o a church gath- 
ering, the party having been granted half-fare 
rates, and provided with a car ‘equal in all its 
appointments’ to the one occupied by the 
white passengers. In this car all the colored 
excursionists took seats except Bishop Payne, 
who was unknown tothe conductor and who 
seated himself in the car occupied by the 
whites. When asked for his ticket he pre- 
sented one of the half-fare tickets, but was 
told by the conductor that he could not recog- 
nize that ticket in that car, and requested 
him to go into the forward car, whereupon 
Bishop Payne beeame indignant and 
declared that he would not move, 
but that the conductor could 
stop his train and eject him. This the con- 
ductor would not do, but told his unknown 
passenger that the train would stop at the 
next station when he could either get off or 
take the car called for by the ticket. The 
bishop took the first horn of thedilemma, got 
oif atthe station, which was four miles from 
Jacksonville, and walked back to thai city. 

Bishop Payne’s friends claim that he held a 
first-class ticket, when the truth seems to be 
that while he bought. thé@customary form of 
ticket, he paid half-price for it. If it was not 
a second-class ticket, it was a half-fare ticket; 
and the railroad colnpany certainly had the 
right to say where the holders of such tickets 
should ride. Such a rule would be a reason- 
able rule, and need not contain one bit of 
discrimination on account of color, and prob- 
ably did not. Ji Bishop Payne persists in ex- 
hibiting his ticket as a first-class ticket when 
he paid but one-half of first-elass rates, he 
certainly is not so pooda man as his fri 
claim he is.

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INDEPENDENTISM AND MURDER, 
We print elsewhere from the Macon Tele- 
graph the reply ofits editor, Colonel Albert 
Rh. Lamar, tothe recent letter of Mr. Emory 
Speer. As the latter appeared in our news 
columns, it is fair that the reply thereto 
should occupy a similar position. The re- 
marks of the editor of the Telegraph are in 
pleasing contrast to the personalities which 
destroyed the force and effect of Mr. Speer’s 
letter, and we mention this for the purpose 
of calling the attention of all concerned to 
the fact that the day is past in Georgia when 
personal abuse or attacks upon private char- 
acter can be substituted for arguments. The 
time has been when a discussion invariably 
ended in the bitterest personalities, but that 
time, we trust, has passed. 

It is greatly to be feared that the spirit of 
oftice-seeking, wliich chooses to call itself in- 
dependentism, has not taken into account the 
credulity of one of the classes to which it is 
compelled to appeal for support ; it is greatly 
to be feared, indeed, that this greed for office 
cannot be brought to appreciate the delicate 
nature of the problem which casts its direful 
shadow overthe land. Mr. Speer’s position is 
one of great responsibility; but when he falls to 
abusing the editor of the Macon Telegraph on 
the ground that the latter has charged him with 
the murder of young Rountree, he takes a 
wholly superficial view of the matter. Be 
hind everything that may be said, is the de- 
plorable fact of the murder itself, and in 
connection therewith is the threatening atti- 
tude of the negroes... Mr. Speer is no more 
responsible for this than the people of Athens 
themselves who have winked at and toleraced 
and even applauded that spirit of so-called 
independentism, the first result of which was 
to teach the worst elements of an unfortunate 


race that they were of more importance to 


the body politic and to society than the white 
people. We gladly give Mr. Speer and his 
friends credit for the best intentions. If they 
paused to reflect as to results, it is certain 
that they had no dream of that which has 
followed. If they took note of the credulity 
of the class with which they had todeal, they 
failed to take into consideration the ideas 
which naturally make a deep impression upon 
ignorant minds. 

Nevertheless, there is the fact of the mur- 
der.

Tue PorrRait or A LAapY.—By Henry James, Jr 
Boston: Houghton, Mifflin & Co. Atlanta: 
Holman, Coflin & Co. Cloth, pp. 520. Price 2. 

We have already printed in Tut CoNstrITUTION 
various fragmentary allusioas to this work as it ap- 
peared in the pages of the Atlantic Monthly. The 
truth is, the publication of this book in serial form 
was an error of Jjudgment—a Violation of the artis- 
tic sequence aad therefore fatal to that delicately 
adjusted, nicely balanced proposition which is its 
peculiar feature. It is to be doubted whcther, 
since Thackeray wrote, there has been such pro- 
found,such earnest studies of character as make up 
the body of this book—though the comparison be- 
tween Thackeray and Mr. James, in this re 
“pect, must be as to extent and not as to results. 
The story deals with the history of Isabel Archer, 
aun American girl who‘ is rescued from the mould 
and loneliness of an old house in Albany by her 
aunt, a Mrs. Touchett, whose husband, an Ameri- 
can, has grown rich and gouty in London by estab 
tablishing a banking busines;,

the fresh young American 
background of human scenery in foreign Jands, 
the scenery being composed of villains and hspo- 
erites, male and female, with an occasional group 
of clever fellows, likewise male and female.

There are no coarse 
avowals. The rascals are discreet, sober and cul- 
tured; there is no breach of propriety; and there is 
no clamor of any sort. But the reader is neverin 
any doubt as to the rascality of Gilbert Onnond and 
Madame Merie—though in its relations to these 
people, the term ‘‘rascality’’ is to be employed in an 
msthetic sense; their rascality, as rascality, is simply 
delightful: just as a violin a little out of tune is 
capabie of producing a strain of pleasing music. 

Itis said of Mr. James that his bocks are witty. 
This is perhaps an crror. He possessesa humor that 
would be far more delighiful were it not so eenscious 
of its own possibilities. It appears that a broad 
basis of geuuine humor has been grafted upon 
certain Parisiacz methods of thought which run 
nimbly to little.empty and unimportant explosions 
—curious manifesiatiousof one of the small diseases 
which originate in excessive culture. The one de- 
fect of the book asa study of human character is 
the absence of that clement of tragedy which. 
hasiily and jor want of a better name, we may call 
rage. There are hundreds of names for it, and its 
manifestations have defied even a Shakspeare to 
present them fully and in detail. But wherever 
there is a human beiag, this element is to be found 
in some shape or other. Laws cannot control it, 
society cannot dispose of it, culture cannot conceal 


Mr. James has given us the portrait of a lady, but 
not the portrait of a woman, and this latter we are 
chiefly interested in. Ralph Touchett more nearly 
meets the expectations and fulfils the requirements 
of art, and it may be said that there is no more pa- 
thetic creation in modern literature. Mr. James's 
style is & marvel of ease and finency, and his book 
is not only worth reading, it is worth studying. 


We should be glad, indeed, to see it in the hands 
of many young people and old, who may be depen- 
ded upon to pursue a different course of reading in 
fiction.

THE MACON EDITOR REPLIES TO 
THE CONGRESSMAN. 


He Says Mr. Speer Mistakes the Feeling Entertained 
for Him—The Charge of Main Responsibility of 
the Murder of a Student at the State 
University Reiterated, Etc., Etc. 


¥rom the Macon Telegraph and Messenger. 

In another column of this issue may be 
found a letter written by Mr. Emory Speer to 
the Atlanta Constirvtion and published in 
that journal on the l4th instant. Mr. Speer 
had no need to go to the Consritrrion, for 
the colamns of the Telegraph are always open 
to any one who may feel: himself aggrieved 
by its utterances. Mr. Speer, who, if he is 
noted foranything beyond a reckless ambi- 
tion and inordinate vanity, is the proprietor 
of a very vivid imagination and a loose and 
foul tongue, delivers himself of a denuncia- 
tion of us, for the reason, thatin the discharge 
ofa public duty as a journaiist, we had 
thought proper to lay at his door where it 
properly belongs, the responsibility for the re- 
cent bluody tragedy at Athens. As introduc- 
tory to hisdiatribe- he charges that we 
cherish ‘‘animosity’’ against him, for the 
reason that we were discharged froma cleri- 
cal position in the torty-sixth congress for 
“incompetency,”’ which @ositien his cousin 
sueceeded to. 

The charge is without foundation. Mr. 
Speer mistakes the feeling we entertain for 
him, It does not approach the dignity of 
animosity, Which, whether rightly grounded 
or not, recognizes something worthy in the 
object at whichit may be directed. Why 
should our animosty reach out for Mr. Speer 
when the injury or injustice to. us, if com- 
mitted at ail, was performed by other hands? 
Our relations with his cousin are, and have 
always been, kindly. Is Mr. Speer haunted 
with the memory of some dirty trickery in 
connection with wfair? It was breught 
tO us at the ‘ime that our oflicial head was the 
price of his vote to the democratic orzaniza- 
tion in the house. Our position came from 
the hands of our friend Mr. Hartridge. Upon 
application to successor, Hon. John 
Nicholis, he frankly informed us that but 
one position could be held by his district, and 
tor suflicient reasons he had recommended the 
retention of another persun. This was satis- 
iactory io us. We probed no further. What 
has reached us since is not pertinent to this 
issue. Dut granting that the change in all of 
its force be true, that one who had done dur- 
ing four years, the bulk of the clerieal work 
of the Confederate congress, was incompetent 
for further duty, this was a misfortune, not a 
fault. There is an immeasurable gulf between 
incompetency and infamy. The overweening 
egotism of Mr. Speer blinds him to the fact 
that we stand on opposite shores of the gulf. 

Wecannot recail the use atany time of 
the expression that we intended to use Mr. 
Hanson's paper to drive Mr. Speer fromm pub- 
lie life. Repudiating any such narrow scope 
of journalisuc labor and responsibility the 
fact stands, that Mr. Hanson has no paper. 
This gentleman is associated with us, in the 
conduct of the Telegraph and Messenger, and 
Mr. Speer has in his possession the highest 
evidence of accord between manager and edi- 
ior in relation to himself. 

gutin view of recent events and thé pres- 
ent condition of affairs in Georgia, we cannot 
imagine how a journal may be more judi- 
ciousty used, and a life more usefully and 
Lonerably spent than in an effort: to put Mr, 
Speer in close communion alone with that 
dangerous and degraded eiement upon which 
he mainly relies for pvlitical preferment. 

We have felt ita duty, warranted by all 
of the circumstances and surroundings, to 
charge upon Mr. Speer the main _ responsi- 
bility for the late murder of a student ut the 
State university. We regretted then, and 
still regret, that in our opinion this responsi- 
bility was divided. ! 

We desire toreiterate, with all the force 
that simple English is capable of carrying to 
the intelligent mind, that our opinion is un- 
altered and the conclusion of our judgment 
in giving it shape and expression. Our posi- 
tion has been unequivocaily indorsed by the 
leading journal ofthe city of Athens, the 
home of Mr. Emory Speer, and by other 
journals of the state. Beyond this the article 
in question has received the warm encomi- 
ams of many of the ablest and leading minds 
of Georgia, gentlemen of such character and 
position as form and give tone to what is 
xnow® as pubiic opinion. Mr. Speer and the 
reading public are familiar with the reasons 
given for our opinion, and necessity does not 
exist for their recapitulation. 

It has pleased Mr. Speer to draw a paral- 
jel between his own and our record, to his 
great satisfaction. Hecannot possibly be bet- 
tersatisfied on this score than weare. No mat- 
ter what may have been our errors and mis- 
fortunes, we have always been true to our 
blood and our people. We have enjoyed 
no profit, reaped no honors or advaucement 
at the cost of our self-respect or at the ex- 
pense of the good and true people of Geor- 
via. 

We have inflamed with wild harangues no 
brutal and drunken mobs of negroes on the 
streets of the most cultured city of the state. 
We have never regaled a gang of low and ig- 
norant white men with brocuures of filth, 
obscenity and biackguardism, that would have 
caused a panic ina brothel and brought the 
blush of shame to the habitues ofa rat- 
pit. We have never used a negro 
the promotion of our ambition, and had 
him publicly denounce us for tergiversa- 
tion, and threaten to cudgel us for, personal 
deception and treachery. We have not pro- 
fessed loyulty to the principles of one party 
and taken cover in the campof another. We 
can look all Georgians squarely in the face, 
our wife and children, and say to them that 
our record, whatever it may be, at least en- 
joys one inestimable honor—that it has never 
been polluted by the indorsement or appro- 
val of Mr. Emory Speer, or any such as he. 

Wandering from the real issue, Mr. Speer 

has referred to matters not relevant to this 
discussion. We do not propose to follow him 
in that direction. He has invited, even pro- 
yoked us tostep over the harriers of public 
discussion and to drag forth the incidents of 
private life. 
* Asa journalist, itis part of our calling to 
be fully acqnainted with the careers of the 
men with whom we have todeal. There is 
at our elbow a mass whose airing would not 
tend to clevate Mr. Speer in popular esteem 
and admiration. Present necessity does not 
require its use. 

Our pen is stayed by the memory of dead 
and living people who have not participated in 
his honors, and whoare not responsible for 
the more than dubious methods by which he 
has gained them. Nor do we intend that Mr. 
Speer shall divide among his family and 
friends what we mean for him, and him 
alone. 

We have no cause of complaint of them. 
All, so far as * know, are doing honorable 
service in their respective callings. Some, we 
know. are upholding the principles by which 
all that is honorable and decent in Georgia 
ean be transmitted to our children, and which 
principles Mr, Speer and the motley rapscal- 
lions with whiom he is associated ure endeav- 
viing to overthrow. W e have had occasion 
before to deal with fellows as windy and as 
vaporing as he. He can say nothing, can do 
nothing, that may add to the unutterable 
contempt which we entertain and enjoy for 
bum. OS

‘** How does southern compare with western 
beef ?” : 

‘There is really no inherent difference in 
the two. The difference which does exist is 
due entirely to causes which any southern 
farmer can remove, if he will put his mind to 
it. In the west, cattle-raising is carried on as 
an important industry; great care is exercised 
in the selection of stock; plenty of corn is 
raised for food, and the grasses are cultivated. 
All these elements go into the production of 
good beef. Now, can you tell me any reason, 
either in climate, soil, water or healthfulness, 
wiv a stock-raiser in Cobb county, exercising 
similar care and methods, should not furnish 
beef equal to any that the west can send us?’’ 

OF IMPROVING QUALITY. 

‘Do you notice any improvement-either in 
the quantity or the quality of the local pro- 
duction ?”’ 

“I do, most decidedly. During the past 
year we have bought and used more Georgia 
beef than had been presented within any 
three years previously. The most gratifying 
part of this factis that it-was of such improved 
quality, proving that more attention is being 
paid to this industry than ever before. Every 
season that Georgia allows to pass without in- 
creasing her live stock interesis costs mints of 
money. For instance: The cows run dry, 
and for a long time they have either to be fed 
without yielding any retarn, and thus ‘eat off 
their own heads;’. or allowed to run in the 
woods and browse. losing flesh and quality;

And here again tie farm- 
ers around Atlanta certainly are losin; 
money. Sheep raising is one of the easics 
and least expensive agricultural industries 
when compared with the profits yielded. 
Mutton at 1] cents per pound will bring S11 
for an average sheep fattened and sold as mut- 
ton. Right now, for to-day’s use, if five mut- 
tons were offered me at that price I would 
take it. Instead of availing themselves of such 
golden opportunities, here are our farmers 
wasting their energies on cotton, cotton, cot- 
top.
